WAS HE GUILTY?

NGLISH newspapers, just arrived in the 
mail, say ib&t "Bluebeard" Landru had 


an unfair trial in France—that the judge re- 
peatedly taunted him—that it is difficult to be- 
lieve that such a farcical trial could take place 
in any modern civilized country. 


In following Landru's trial, you may have 


noticed that the prosecution did not produce 
the body or skeleton of any of Ins alleged vic- 
tims. 


Fragments of charred "bones were found 


under his country residence, buried in the cel- 
lar. Experts expressed the opinion that these 
were the bones of humans. 


That sort of evidence wouldn't have car- 


ried much weight in America. Here we have 
to prove death by producing the corpse of the 
victim before there can be conviction for mur- 
der. 


In France, they have the Napoleonic crim- 


inal code. By it, the accused is presumed guil- 
ty until he proves himself innocent. 


In America, a defendant is presumed inno- 


cent until proved guilty. In giving a presumed 
criminal the benefit of the doubt, we even go 
as far as to say that his wife cannot be made 
to testify against him. 


We go further and decree that anything 


confided in a professional capacity to his at- 
torney, physician or clergy cannot be admitted 
as legal convicting evidence. 


This is the rule, thruout the whole of the 


North American continent, except in the prov- 
ince of Quebec, Canada. Like France, Que- 
bec has the Napoleonic criminal code. 


By curious coincidence, it -was claimed at 


the last moment that two of Landru's alleged 
victims had been found, buried in Montreal, 
Quebec. The discovery was cabled to France, 
but it didn't halt Landru's execution. 


Observe that Landru was beheaded with- 


out actual proof that any of his alleged vic- 
tims were dead. That couldn't happen in our 
country. 


Landru's head has been chopped off, and 


technicalities of court procedure no longer in- 
terest him. 


But it may be that, of all things happen- 


ing on earth in the year 1922, nothing will be 
remembered 10,000 years from now except 
Landru's death. He may become a mytholog- 
ical character, a folk-lore like Gog and Magog. 


That would please him, for it would sat- 


isfy his vanity, -which, after all, was all that he 
existed for.
